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U.S. To Seek 


Reindictment 
OI Red Party 


Court Decision 
To Bring New 
Tack in Strategy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government is expected to seek 
a new indictment soon against 
the 
U.S. 
Communist 
party, 
which has refused to register as 
an agent of the Soviet Union. 
This, it was learned today, is 
the course most likely to be fol­ 
lowed by the Justice Depart­ 
m ent in reaction to a court de­ 
cision upsetting a 1961 convic­ 
tion of the party on the same 
charge. 
Government sources indicat­ 
ed the new indictment will be 
painstakingly timed — possibly 
this summer—to allow the gov­ 
ernm ent to avoid the pitfall 
which won the Communists a 
reversal of the 1961 conviction. 
At that time, the party was 
convicted of failing to register 
with the attorney general, as re ­ 
quired by the Internal Security 
Act of 1950, and sentenced to 
pay a $120,000 fine — $10,000 
each of ll days past the dead­ 
line in which the party failed 
to register, and $10,000 for fail­ 
ing to file a registration state­ 
ment. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals re­ 
versed the conviction last De­ 
cember. A three-judge panel de­ 
cided that the party officers 
who should have registered had 
the constitutional right to pro­ 
tect themselves 
from 
self-in­ 
crimination. The panel held fur­ 
ther that the burden was on the 
government to prove that there 
was someone available to volun­ 
tarily register the party—some­ 
one who would not be concerned 
with possible self-incrimination. 
The government, demanding 
full-court reconsideration, said 
the law requires that the party 
be registered, not that the per­ 
son who performs the registra­ 
tion be a member of the party. 
The government made it clear 
that it felt the party’s use of 
the Fifth Amendment was a 
sham. It said the party, through 
its wide open propaganda pro­ 
gram , never has hesitated to be 
represented in public by its of­ 
ficials, who clearly label them ­ 
selves members of the party 
and disregard the possibility of 
self-incrimination. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
court 
re­ 
fused to reconsider the decision. 
The Supreme Court, when the 
departm ent took its case there, 
also declined to review it. 
The loss was a bitter pill. It 
bad taken more than IO years 
of litigation before the Supreme 
Court, in June 1961, upheld the 
constitutionality of an order of 
the Subversive Activities Con­ 
trol Board, which had found that 
the party was a Communist-ac- 
tion group, dominated and con­ 
trolled by the Soviet Union.

“ Take a few hours of your 
own time to search for clues,”

officers—joined by IOO U.S. sail­ 
ors — again fought off snakes 
and 
insects 
while 
wading 
through swamps in their fruit­ 
less search for the trio. 
Earlier, former CIA Director 
Allen Dulles had recommended 
to President Johnson that the 
FB I’s role against “terroristic 
activity” in Mississippi be ex­ 
panded. 
Dulles met Friday with the 
President to report on his two- 
day White House 
mission to 
Mississippi. The President and 
Dulles 
conferred 
by long-dis­

Gov. Johnson, referring to the 
disappearance as the “ m ysteri­ 
ous 
missing 
persons 
case,” 
called on ail residents of Nesh­ 
oba County — whites, Negroes 
and Indians — to cooperate in 
the search. 
“ I do want to assure the peo­ 
ple here that the sailors have 
come to aid us,” Gov. Johnson 
said. “We’re glad to have them.

Corn smut may be evident on 
some early planted sweet corn. 
Some varieties are m o r e sus­ 
ceptible than others, so all ear­ 
ly planted corn may not show’ 
evidence of this disease. 
The fungus may attack any 
part of the corn plant, accord­ 
ing to Dr. R. E. 
Partyka, 
Ohio State University Exten­ 
sion plant pathologist. Young 
plants are 
most susceptible 
and often 
become 
resistant 
after ears form. 
The smut will appear on the 
tassels 
and leaves but more 
commonly on the ears, nodes 
and internodes. 
The smut ball is composed of 
a white smooth covering of corn 
t i s s u e enclosing a mass 
of 
black, g r e a s y 
or 
powdery 
spores. The ball may reach four 
to five inches in diameter. The 
infection on the leaves consists 
of small balls with some yellow­ 
ing or reddening of the tissue. 
* * * 
IN SOME cases only reddish 
streaks with a s l i g h t rough­ 
ening of the tissue is evident on 
the leaves. After the smut ball 
matures, the covering becomes 
dry and brittle, breaks open and 
permits the b l a c k powdery 
contents to fall out. 
The com smut fungus is sen­ 
sitive to temperature and mois­ 
ture changes. In a warm grow­ 
ing season the amount of smut 
p r e s e n t coincides with t h e 
amount of moisture in the soil. 
When temperatures are cool, 
there may be little smut even 
though soil moisture is high. 
The fungus spores can live 
over winter and possibly for 
two or three years, Dr. Par­ 
tyka says. They are readily 
blown long distances in wind 
storms, carried in i n f e s t e d 
manure and to s o rn e extent, 
on the seed before it is shell­ 
ed. 
Seed treatment is of no value 
in controlling this disease. Re­ 
ducing insect injury and deep 
plowing of diseased cora stalks 
will give some control. So will 
later plantings and larger-grow­ 
ing varieties which are more 
resistant.

IN BLACK rot dying usually is 
along the margin of the leaf to­ 
ward the tip and often in a V- 
shaped pattern with the point 
of the V directed toward the pe­ 
tiole. The midrib is curved but 
usually more pronounced with 
yellows with the leaf growing 
on only one side. It may be 
necessary to have a laboratory 
diagnosis to tell one disease 
from the other. 
The yellows fungus lives in 
the soil for a number of years. 
Temperatures between 80-90 de­ 
grees favor rapid growth of the 
fungus. 
The best control for yellows 
is to plant resistant varieties 
such as Golden Acre, Badger 
Market, 
Copenhagen 
Market, 
Jersey Wakefield, Marion Mar­ 
ket, Globe, Greenback, All Sea­ 
sons, Badger B a 11 h e a d and 
Wisconsin Hollander. T h e s e 
varieties are not resistant 
to 
yellows. Such varities should 
De planted in clean soil free of 
the fungus or in soils that do not 
become too warm or can be ir­ 
rigated in a warm season. Black 
rot is controlled by rotation and 
treating with hot water.

American families enjoy the 
safest and most nutritious food 
supply in the world, and are not 
in d a n g e r of being poisoned 
by agricultural pesticides, ac­ 
cording to an Ohio scientist. 
Dr. Roy W. Rings, chair­ 
man of a joint Committee on 
Chemical Residues 
for 
the 
College of Agriculture at Ohio 
State University, and the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion, says that scientific evi­ 
dence refutes the claims of 
those who condemn the use of 
pesticides as a threat to hu­ 
man health. 
Before pesticides are approv­ 
ed for use on food crops, says 
Dr. Rings, they must go through 
a stringent evaluation program 
Until recently the testing was 
even more rigorous than that 
required of human drugs. 
State and federal regulations 
also g o v e r n the use of pesti­ 
cides. These regulations usually 
have a safety factor of at least 
IOO fold to a v o i d any possible 
ill effects on humans.

THE SCIENTIST cited a re 
cently completed study by the 
Chicago Board of Health to fur 
ther substantiate the s t a n d 
These investigations show that 
there has been no increase in 
the amount of pesticides retain 
ed in the bodies of the general 
population since 1951.

Triple E n t e n t e of England, 
France and Russia — thought 
they could win if it c a m e to 
war. Moreover, n o b o d y then 
had any idea that wars might be 
long and devastating; the the­ 
ory of the “quick kill” was alive 
both in German Schlieffen Plan 
and the French t h e o r y , ad­ 
vanced by Foch, that Gallic val­ 
or would break the enemy in the 
first b a t t l e s . It was a m atter 
in 1914 of taking war “ as swim­ 
mers into cleanness leaping,” to 
quote from the ardent Engilish 
poet, Rupert Brooke. Certain­ 
ly n o b o d y thinks of war in 
connection with a clean plunge 
into a pool today. 


In 1964 there is the “ balance 
of terror.” But it holds as be­ 
tween the U. S. and R u s s i a , 
not as between the U.S. and the 
Communists in Southeast Asia. 
In 1914 Germany came to t h e 
aid of Austria in the showdown 
against Serbia. But in 1964 Sov­ 
iet R u s s i a is on the outs with 
its erstwhile ally, Red China. So 
the t h e o r y is, that if it came 
to war now, Red China would 
be isolated. 
Assuming that there is strateg­ 
ic rationality in Peking, why 
w o u l d Mao Tse-tung want to 
risk direct war against the U.S.? 
Red C h i n a has not yet suc- 
c e e d e d in getting the atom 
bomb. She has no navy. She 
could not keep 
an 
air force 
flying for very long. She has 
only a limited industrial sys­ 
tem. She has the Chiang Kai- 
shek Chinese on her flank, with 
that well - supplied arm y eyeing 
the 
mainland from 
Formosa. 
She has had an endemic agri­ 
cultural crisis 
with 
which 
to 
contend. And she has that long 
land border — longer than the 
Canadian - U. S. border — be­ 
tween herself and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
W i t h o u t

from Moscow, could the Red 
Chinese leave that border unde­ 
fended? 
No, it is not 1914 in the F a r 
East.

impotence. What we have to do 
is to beware of ourselves, lest we

Congress Role 
In Cigarette 
Fuss Is Hazy 


WASHINGTON (A P)—The fu­ 
ture role of Congress in the 
problem of smoking and health 
is growing hazier all the time. 
A host of bills is pending—all 
asking Congress to move in a 
host of different directions — 
and all the paper seem s to have 
created a confusing maze. 
The confusion has been co­ 
pounded by a decision of the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
issue

requiring 
that 
cigarette advertising and labels 
include 
a warning 
next year 
that smoking may cause death 
from cancer and other diseases. 
The FTC announced its rule 
at a House Commerce Commit­ 
tee hearing called to consider 
bills that would enact a similar 
rule into law. 
Some of the courses Congress 
may take now that the FTC has 
issued its rule are: 
1. Do nothing and the FTC 
would go through with its rule. 
With the tobacco industry taking 
the rule to federal courts, years 
of litigation would follow. 
2. Approve one of several bills 
introduced since the U.S. Public 
Health Service’s special advis­ 
ory’ committee said that cira- 
rett smoking is a health hazard. 
If Congress passed a law re­ 
quiring the sam e labels the FTC 
rule requires the confusion like­ 
ly would be over. Without court 
suits, the tobacco industry like­ 
ly would begin putting warning 
notices on its labels and adver­ 
tising.

SE Ohio Economic W ar Chiefs 
Are Labeled as Talented Men 


Editor’s note: This is the last 
in a series of articles on Ohio’s 
Appalachia and the men involv­ 
ed.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP)—“This 
magnificient kettle of worm s,” 
says expert William J. Sheehan, 
4<should all be under one pro­ 
gram .” 
He is speaking of Appalachia, 
the war on poverty, the Ohio 
plan and the bagful of bureaus, 
agencies, departm ents, councils 
and institutes that will all have 
a hand in the program before 
the first concrete is poured, the 
first worker retrained. 
Sheehan is just one of the 
m o i of Appalachia. The leader 
is Dr. Vernon R. Alden, presi­ 
dent of Ohio University here. 
Alden 
is best described like 
this: 
‘‘He is our real strong suit,” 
gays 
Kenner 
Bush, 
assistant 
publisher of the Athens Messen­ 
ger. 
“ Absolutely tough. 
A great 
guy,” from a student wiping 
glasses in an Athens bar. 
“ An idea man, but very prac­ 
tical. He has a great capacity 
to get things done,” says Mar­ 
tin L. Hecht, Alden’s assistant 
who works 14 hours a day keep­ 
ing up with his boss. 
Or, 
simply, from 
Sheehan: 
“ The man has done wonders.” 
Alden, 41, looks like none of 
these descriptions sound Youth­ 
ful, sandy-haired, with glasses, 
he could pass as advance man 
for Billy 
Graham. 
In tennis 
shorts, he is indistinguishable 
from the university’s 12,000 stu­ 
dents. Yet his nam e is constant­ 
ly in the headlines here and in 
Washington. 
A form er associate dean at 
the H arvard Business School, 
Alden came to Ohio two years 
ago. He is a Phi Beta Kappa, 
has a World War H record as 
a Navy officer, service in edu­ 
cation at 
Brown 
and 
North­ 
western Universities and speaks 
Japanese. 
The son of an Illinois clergy­ 
man, Alden doesn’t smoke. He 
and his blonde wife, a campus 
favorite, have been seen doing 
the “ monkey” dance at frater­ 
nity parties. Built like a second 
basem an (which he was in col­ 
lege) he frequently strolls into 
the university’s fieldhouse and 
organizes his own basketball 
gam e with anyone available. 
Though Athens is an oasis in 
Appalachia’s economic drough 
land, Alden announced when he 
arrived at the university t h a t 
the school was going to be a 
leader in community develop­ 
ment. He pulled other univer­ 
sities in the area into the act. 
This was two years before Ap­ 
palachia and anti-poverty. 
“ Appalachia,” 
says 
Alden, 
“ is not going to be a giveaway 
program . It is going to be a 
capital investment for the Unit­ 
ed States.” 


In April this year, at the urg­ 
ing of Alden and other south­ 
east Ohio leaders, Ohio did an 
about-face and joined the feder­ 
al Appalachia plan. However, 
the state kept its own plan and 
its own council — headed by Al­ 
den. 
Once a week Alden, as head 
of the task force to establish 
the federal job corps, flies to 
Washington to confer with R. 
Sargent 
Shriver, 
the 
Peace 
Corps and anti-poverty direc­ 
tor. 
W o r k i n g for 
Republican 
Rhodes and Democrat Johnson, 
Alden sees “no conflict.” He 
adds that the campus “is the 
logical place for the w ar on pov­ 


erty to begin. W herever we can 
develop training for people, we 
should be involved.” 
Sheehan, new head of the uni­ 
versity’s Institute for Develop­ 
ment, has the same goal but a 
different approach. 
“ I couldn’t care less if it was 
Appalachia or the moon prob­ 
lem ,” he says. “Let the admin­ 
istrators of Appalachia do the 
blue-sky thinking. I’m going to 
be sitting like a hawk, waiting 
for that chicken (he means new 
industry) to fly by.” 
Sheehan, 41, who came to the 
institute from Battelle Memor­ 
ial Institute in Columbus, gets 
much of his salary from feder-

EDITOR’S NOTE—Fifty years 
ago Sunday a fanatic Serbian 
youth assassinated the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand and 
his wife and Europe soon was 
plunged into World War I. Here 
is a reconstruction of the fate­ 
ful event in Sarajevo, and a 
look at the little town today.

SARAJEVO. Yugoslavia (AP) 
—A crown prince with some 
startling political ideas—a fev­ 
erish boy fanatic, manipulated 
from the shadows by a myster­ 
ious spymaster—shots from a 
little automatic. 
Did they start World War I? 
Or would it have come any­ 
how, 
whether 
the 
Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand was murdered 
on that sunny Sunday morning 
50 years ago. 
Historians argue the point. 
Some say the rivalries of the 
great powers made the conflict 
inevitable. Others contend that 
European statesmen had been 
handling incidents like this for 
40 years without a major war, 
and given a little less stupidity 
they might have handled this 
one too. 
Some of its mysteries still are 
unsolved. 
Start with Col. Dragutin Dim- 
itrjevic, chief of both the Ser­ 
bian military intelligence and 
the 
conspiratorial 
“ Black 
Hand.” His cover name was 
••Apis'—the bee—and a busier 
intriguer no novelist ever creat­ 
ed. 
He wanted to eliminate Franz 
Ferdinand, heir to the 84 * year- 
old Emperor Franz Josef of 
Austria-Hungary. 
Why ? That’s one of the mys­ 
teries. Apis said later it was be- 
casue 
Franz 
Ferdinand 
was 
head of the war party in Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, and killing him 
was a way of forestalling an at­ 
tack on Serbia, then an inde­ 
pendent nation and now part of 
Yugoslavia. 
This makes little sense. Franz 
Ferdinand’s murder was used 
by the Austrians as the excuse 
for an attack on Serbia, and 
there were many more eager 
for war then he had been. 
A better guess: Franz Ferdi­ 
nand had some idea of giving 
his own Serb subjects more self- 
rule. That might have cooled off 
their enthusiasm for breaking 
loose from Austria-Hungary and 
joining Serbia, an enthusiasm 
Apis was most eager to keep 
warm. 
Nor would it have pleased 
Gavrilo Princip, 
a frail but 
fiery Serb of 19 from Austria- 
Hungary’s province of Serbia. 
Apis supplied him and his fel­ 
low 
conspirators 
with 
auto­ 
matics and grenades, got them 
some target practice and had 
them smuggled across the bor-

der from Serbia back to Bosnia 
and its capital, Sarajevo. 
Princip was a sensitive, ideal­ 
istic young man. He had a 
small black moustache, some 
talent as a poet, fair aim with 
an automatic and an advanced 
case of tuberculosis. He and his 
friends felt that in murdering 
Franz 
Ferdinand 
they 
were 
striking a blow for freedom. 
“Aside from their compulsion 
to commit treason and murder” 
says 
an 
American 
historian, 
“they were really good and 
kindly fellows.” 
Their plan was simple. Franz 
Ferdinand, his wife and a smadl 
entourage — in Sarajevo for a 
civic function—were driving in 
six open cars along the Mil- 
jacks 
River, 
which 
flows 
through the city. 
After a reception at City Hall 
the cars were to drive back 
along the river and through the 
main streets. The half - dozen 
conspirators 
stationed 
them­ 
selves at likely points along the 
river. 
As the procession passed near 
the Zrinzsko Bridge a young 
printer named Nedjelko Cabrin- 
ovic 
threw 
a 
grenade. 
It 
bounced off the folded back top 
of the archduke’s car and ex­ 
ploded in the street, wounding 
several bystanders and two of 
the archduke’s aides in the next 
automobile. 
The 
archduke’s 
wife was 
scratched on the face by a 
splinter. 
At the reception, the arch­ 
duke had decided to cancel the 
drive through the main streets 
and visit one of the wounded 
aides m the hospital. But no­ 
body told the chauffeurs. 
The cars started back along 
the river. When they reached 
the street called Franz Josef 
Casse, the driver of the lead 
car started to turn in toward 
the center of the town.
